SHADOW PRESIDENTS—The storm of criticism directed against 
Sherman Adams, assistant to President Eisenhower, because of 
Adams’ acceptance of gifts from Boston millionaire Bernard Goldfine, 
has placed this comparatively new government post in the limelight. 
The official title—‘‘Assistant to the President”—was created by 
Harry S. Truman when he bestowed it on Dr. John R. Steelman. 
Steelman, however, was not the White House “chief of staff” in the 
sense that Adams is. But the evolution of the office can be traced to 
other presidents in this century who had advisers with great in- 


fluence in the White House. William McKinley depended heavily on 
Cleveland financier Mark Hanna for political guidance. The first 
presidential adviser to rise to an “ indispensable m an” status com­ 
parable to Adams was Col. Edward M. House. “ He is my second 
personality. He is my independent self,” Woodrow Wilson said of 
him. House was special diplomatic representative for Wilson during 
World War I peace negotiations The object of much criticism was 
Franklin D. Roosevelt’s unofficial assistant president, Harry Hopkins, 
who served in numerous posts under Roosevelt.

'Fiercest' Battle 


Fought In Tripoli 


BEIRUT, 
Lebanon 
(AP)—Reb­ 
els and government forces fought 
the fiercest battle in Lebanon’s 
civil war this weekend at Tripoli, 
but there were no reports today 
on whether the rebel attack had 
broadened 
into 
an 
offensive to 
capture the whole city. 
The battle in the northern port 
city S u n d a y centered around 
the 
U.S. 
Presbyterian 
Hospital, 
which stands on a hill surrounded 
by rebel territory. Bullets nicked 
the hospital’s outer walls, and it 
was shaken by explosions. 
Inside the hospital were 25 Leb­ 
anese patients and 42 Lebanese 
staff members. They reported by 
telephone Sunday that their re­ 
inforced 
patrol

guards was still there. American 
personnel quit the hospital two 
weeks ago. The rebels were trying 
to capture the hospital for their 
own wounded. 
Rebel strongholds in the Tripoli 
area were shelled by land and sea­ 
borne artillery. Government gun­ 
boats in the M editerranean shelled 
the El Mena port area, staging 
point for the rebel attacks on the 


hospital. Armored cars continued i 
blasting rebel strongpoints from 
land. 
Tripoli has been the scene of the

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Crisis a Day Keeps Complacency Away 


At the half-year point in this year of one 
crisis after another, no one knows where 
the next crisis will pop. 


It might be in Cambodia, Inner Mongolia, 
or outer space. It could be in South America, 
Central America or Little America. It could 
even be in the United States, where a crisis 
a day keeps complacency away. 


This has grcown to be a habit among the 
American people. It puzzles foreigners, and 
sometimes i* puzzles the American people, 
too. They fall to wondering how it is possible 
to surmount and survive so many crises and 
whether it always has been this way. 


Nothing is talked about calmly any more, 
because everything is too momentous. 
All 
discussion is pitched on High-C, accompan­ 
ied by a 48-piece orchestra composed entire­ 
ly of drum-beaters. 


The country leaps from one crisis crag 
to another, like a mountain goat 
being 
pursued by the Abinable Snowman. Every 
day and every hour, the hot breath of 
emergency is making short hair curl and 
chilling blood. 
Whenever an American is tempted to sur­ 
vey the passing scene with a ho-hum atti­ 
tude, he is interrupted between the ho and 
the hum with another cry to man the battle 
stations or the cash registers. 
If it isn’t someone named Adams who is 
being stop-thiefed by a howling pack, it is 
someone named Mack. If Tunisia isn’t be­ 
ing devoured by the ravening wolves, Alberia 
•nd Lebanon are being ripped stem to stern. 
If France isn’t tottering on the brink of 
•omething, 
Cuba, 
Indonesia, 
Thailand, 
a 
South 
American 
republic, 
or 
civilization, 
itself, must be snatched back from the brink 
*■ 
of oblivion. 
There has ber. a "summit crisis” contin- 
ft#, 


uously since last December. The House sub- 
committe on legislative oversight, which ap­ 
parently has been given the leading investi­ 
gating role in the Partisan Follies of 1958, 
has kept things humming in Washington 
since Febru?ry. The railroad crisis has been 
getting more acute month by month. The 
recession crisis finally got so bad not even 
the Democrats could make it seem worst 
than it was. so they quit talking about it. 
Likewise, the farm crisis finaly wore itself 
out as a conversation piece, as did the tax 
crisis, the public works crisis and what had 
threatened to be an aviation crisis if air­ 
planes didn’t quit bumping into each other. 
There is now a political crisis among Re­ 
publicans, matching the political crisis that 
is chronic among Democrats. And when 
things threaten to quiet down, you can bet 
a whole new batch of crises will come along 
to »ill the headlines and keep the air full 
of s!>und and fury. 
No one knows how many crises a human 
being can take consecutively before going 
into a state of apathy in which the cry of 
"Wolf!” becomes just another background 
noise like the cry of "Thief!” in politics. 
But ^ must be about one a week for 26 
conrecutive weeks, which is the dosage for 
the first half cf 1958. It is easy to get the 
impression that Americans are crisised out 
for all current purposes and ready to take 
the rest of this year’s emergencies in stride, 
secure in the belief that life in the 20th cen­ 
tury is j’ust one darned emegency after an­ 
other anyway—exactly like life in the 19th, 
18th. 17th centuries and so on back to the 
beginning. 
They didn’t know about every crisis then, 
before, during and after it happened, but 
there was no more to be complacent about 
than there is now. 


Lebanon Becomes Demonstration Area 
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Two fixed ideas about the trouble and the 
possibility of more serious trouble in Leban­ 
on loom so large they blot out everything 
else. 
One is the idea that Egypt’s President 
Nasser is master-minding a plot to overrun 
Lebanon and by so doing stamp out its pro- 
Western influence on the border of the United 
Arab Republic. 


The other is the idea that the United States 
is committed to go to Lebanon’s defense un­ 
der the Eisenhower Doctrine. 
Both ideas are too shaky to be relied on 
for firm conclusions. 


President Nasser is in no better position 
to master-mind a plot to overrun Lebanon 
than Charles de Gaulle was in to take control 
of France. He undoubtedly has given a great 
deal of thought to the possibility, but in the 
thowdown he almost certainly has been as 
much of a slave to his "plotting” as its 
master. 
His devotion to Arab unification, which has 
driven him into some ticklish arrangements 
with the Soviet Union, always eager and ready 
to lend a hand where trouble is brewing, is 
clearly stronger than his devotion to any 
scheme that might make him a puppet of 
Moscow. 
This is a charitable view of President Nas- 
er, who has been saddled with the blame for 
more mischief than he would generate with 
his own steam.

Woman—In New York it’s so easy why

Cop — You want to reach it TODAY or 
AFTER YOU LEAVE THE HOSPITAL?

anese disturbances, or one of the victims, it is 
unlikely that the Eisenhower Doctrine could 
apply to the danger created. 


Sect. 2 of the doctrine says: 


“If the President determines the necessity 


thereof, the United States is prepared to use 


armed forces to assist any such 
(Middle 
East) nation or group of such nations re­ 
questing assistance against armed aggresion 
from any country controlled by international 
Communism.” 


The use of U.S. troops would be limited 
by treaty obligations and the Constitution. 
Furthermore, the nation attacked by a force

with 
international 
Communism, 
would have to request U.S. aid before any 
aid would be forthcoming. 


Lebanon is one of the demonstration areas 
where the United States is reminded forcibly 
that peace is not attainable on the terms of 
peacemakers but only on the terms of those 
willing and ready to use violence. 


It may be President Naser who is willing 
and ready to use violence. It may be the re­ 
volting Lebanese who want violence. It may 
be Syria Violence might conceivably be trac­ 
ed to the United Arab Republic (Egypt and 
Syria.) or it might be the Soviet Union, which 
charges in turn that the United States wants 
violence. 


No one can be sure, which may be, in 
itself, part of the demonstration.

Tit-For-Tat Diplomacy 


Something brand new in t h e 
game of tit-for-tat Soviet Russia 
and the Western Allies long have 
been playiqg, is the stoning and 
ink-bathing of foreign Embassies 
in Moscow in retaliation for like 
attacks on Communist establish­ 
ments in protest against execu­ 
tion of Imre Nagy. 
Following mob violence against 
Danish and West German Embas­ 
sies in the Russian capital, open­ 
ly in retort for pro-Nagy uprisings 
in Copenhagen and Bonn, a Red 
mob went through the motions of 
besieging the 10-story U.S. official 
residence. 
As with the Danish and Ger­ 
man assaults, the anti-American 
attack was preceded by charges 
that a march by Hungarian refu­ 
gees against the Soviet consulate 
in New York was deliberately tor­ 
mented by the U.S. government 
and winked at by New York po­ 
lice 


BUT NOTABLY, not once 
in 
their tirades against Danes, Ger­ 
mans or Americans did the Rus­ 
sians so much as mention 
the 
name of Nagy or any other of the 
Hungarians put to death. 
The pronouncements did speak 
of a renewal of attacks upon “So-

viet and Hungarian diplomats and 
cracking down on Communists and 
progressives,” in Western capitals

During his annual sale, everything 
in the store — 555 hats this year— 
is thrown out for grabs at $5 a 
copy. 
The idea is to clean the 
shelves and start over. The day 
after the sale, the proprietor left 
for Europe to buy a new inventory 
of imported stock. He had been 
cleaned out. 
"All I could do was throw the 
hats up in the air one at a time, 
and they jumped for them,” he 
explained, 
apologetically. 
He 
shrugged. "It was a shame the 
way they fought over the hats 
and ripped them up. What a pity.” 
Shame on you, Mr. Green-Field 
for being such a cynic it does not 
distress 
you 
down to your last 
feather to let women jump for 
hats like dogs jumping for biscuits. 
Shame on all cynics who let hu­ 
manity put its worst foot forward 
when there is an alternative. After 
27 
demonstrations, 
Mr. 
Green- 
Field knew what to expect. 
He did this in a country that 
worked up a lather not long ago 
when a jury room was wired up 
*o it might be known how the la­ 
dies and gentlemen of the jury 
comported 
t h e m s e l v e s

der stress and strain. 
The damage, however, is to the 
morale of men, not women. Wom­ 
en have no secrets about one an­ 
other. But men, who feed on ro­ 
manticism, have a right to a few 
illusions about the sex with which 
they share their existence. 
No man would jump up in the 
air for a hat at any price — not 
even if the hats were passed out 
free. A man would go bareheaded 
first. Or if he needed a hat that 
much, he would high-tail it to the 
nearest legislative branch and lob­ 
by for a law to provide him with 
a hat upon presentation of creden­ 
tial! proving his need. 


But he never would jump for 
one. He would not tear it from a 
fellow creature’s hands. And he 
would not let his picture be taken 
in a state of degradation.

will uphold that defense. 
In 1956, in the Nelson case the 
Supreme Court declared in effect 
that American states might not 
protect themselves by law against 
Communism. 
Before that, 
in 1954, 
the Su­ 
preme Court declared that states 
might not regulate th t production 
and disribution of 
natural 
gas 
produced within their borders. 
Blow 
by 
blow, 
the 
Supreme 
Court has arrogated to itself the 
power to make federal authority 
supreme over 
what were in the 
Constitution the sovereign and im- 
prescriptable laws of ihe states. 


THE JENNER BILL, 1 a t e r re­ 
vised as the 
Butler-Jenner bill, 
attempted to remedy this and to 
preserve at once the authority of 
Congress and the states against 
this sort of judicial tyranny. But 
that bill may well founder in the 
final weeks of the season. 
Hence, there is interest now in 
a bill long before the House, writ­ 
ten and sponsored by that staunch 
upholder of constitutional tradi­ 
tions, Rep. Howard Smith of Vir­ 
ginia, chairman of the potent Rules 
Committee. It is numbered H.R. 
3, and it has been passed by the 
House Judicial 
Committee, 
de­ 
spite the opposition of its "liberal” 
chairman, Emanuel Celler. It has 
also cleared the Rules Committee. 
Ac1 ion may be seen within the 
week. 
The Smith bill reads as follows: 
"No Act of Congress shall be 
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construed as indicating an intent 
on the part of Congress to occupy 
the field in which such act oper­ 
ates, to the exclusion of ad state 
laws on the same subject m attei, 
unless such act contains an ex­ 
press provision to that effect, or 
unless there is a direct and posi­ 
tive conflict between sucn act and 
a state law so that the two cannot 
be reconciled or consistently stand 
together.” 


THE OPPONENTS of H.R. 3 in­ 
clude the believers in centralized 
big government. 
The AFL-CIO, the ADA, and the 
NAACP 
have 
testified 
strongly 
against it. Among the organiza­ 
tions that have supported it are 
the National Association of Manu­ 
facturers, the U.S. Chamber 
of 
Commerce, the American 
Farrn 
Bureau, the Conference of Small 
Business Organizations, the Con­ 
ference of State Labor Commis­ 
sioners and State Labor Boards, 
the 48th Annual Governors’ Con­ 
ference, the National Association 
of States Attorneys General, and 
the American Bar Association. 
The American Bar Association, 
which objected to some of the pro­ 
visions of the Butler-Jenner bill, 
would go even beyond the Smith 
bill in protecting the states, it 
recommends a change in the rules 
of each house of Congress to re­ 
quire "that a committee report­ 
ing a bill to Congress report spe­ 
cifically on whether there are state 
laws dealing with the subject of 
the bill and the extent, if any, to 
which the bill is intended to affect 
those laws, and also whether it is 
intended ihat the biU shall pre­ 
clude the future enactment of state 
legislation in the field.” 
Unless the states are to be mere 
provinces of the federal govern­ 
ment, the Smith bill should 
be 
written on the books with as many 
more safeguards as is possible to 
curb this Supreme Court.

There are visits to colleges by 
graduates for class reunions, in­ 
numerable addresses by college 
administrators and by commence­ 
ment speakers, and learned edi­ 
torials in the public press. 
Much of the comment has proper­ 
ly pointed to the need for gener­ 
ous aid for the private colleges. 
This year interest in the prob­ 
lems of higher education is great­ 
er than ever. Within 12 months 
there have been the sputniks and 
the revelation of our deficiencies 
in science teaching. 
There is also the recession, with 
a great tide of proposals in Con­ 
gress for spending, including vari­ 
ous schemes for helping ei’her edu­ 
cation, the educators, or the edu­ 
cated 
There has also been a new Ei­ 
senhower program designed mostly 
to deal with some phases of high­ 
er education. 


IN THE MIDST of all this, it is 
useful to single out a calm, con­ 
structive, factual sfatement on the 
subject of higher education by an 
able and successful college presi­ 
dent who tilts at no windmills of 
educational faddism. 
George C. S. Benson is president 
of Claremont Men’s College at 
Claremont, Calif. He was also di­ 
rector of research for the Presi­ 
dent's Commision on Intergovern­ 
mental Relations which went into 
the subject of federal grants in 
considerable detail. Thus, Benson 
is able to know and evaluate not 
only the real, as against the fan­ 
cied needs of private colleges, but 
the nature and consequences of fed­ 
eral intervention in their support. 
His 
essay, 
"National 
Aid 
to 
Higher Education,” was published 
recently by the American Enter­ 
prise Association. He was assist­ 
ed in this study by John M. Payne. 
The 
Benson 
study 
comes to 
grips with proposals for federal 
aid 
sponsored in Congress 
not 
only by President Eisenhower but 
by a wide variety of members. 
Like P r e s i d e n t Eisenhower’s 
brother, Dr. Milton of Johns Hop­ 
kins. Benson flatly opposes any 
federal aid, with a few minor con- 
cesions. 
He says and proves from experi­ 
ence that whenever Congress sends

anywhere, 
a 
bureaucrat 
follows ^close behind. 
Thus aid begets control — poli­ 
tical and ideological control — and 
control of that sort Is a mortal 
peril to the independence and fre- 
dom 
of 
academic inquiry 
and 
teaching. 


HE POINTS OUT that while the 
number of students enrolled in 
our colleges is due to continue to 
rise considerably in the foresee­ 
able future, private support is also 
expanding and will, if continued, 
meet the needs in the years imme­ 
diately ahead. Private giving tc 
colleges doubled between the year* 
1955 and 1957. 
A colleg eeducation is a valuable 
asset and should so far as pos­ 
sible be paid for by those parent* 
and students who are the bene­ 
ficiaries 
This will mean higher tuitions. 
But to ease the pressure in that 
respect, there should be some leg­ 
islation like the Boggs-McCarthy 
bill, which would provide tax re­ 
lief to parents who are sending 
their children to college. 
There might also be some pro­ 
vision for a student who borrow* 
money to finance his education 
to have a tax deduction in his later 
years. 
So 
far 
as 
s t u d e n t 
loans 
and scholarships are concerned, 
Benson notes that the President’s 
Committee on Education Beyond 
High School reported in 1957 that 
there is already a surplus in loan 
funds in many colleges and that 
the remedy for any deficiency in 
other instututions might well be 
remedied wi hout federal help. 
While the Ford Foundation re­ 
cently made substantial grants to 
colleges, it is still true that Ford 
as well as many of the other large 
foundations 
might 
well 
provide 
fund* to meet the needs of colleges 
and the students therein. 
Under 
existing 
tax 
pressure, 
much of the wealth of the nation 
is accumulating in foundations and 
altogether too many of these in­ 
stitutions are concerned not in help­ 
ing colleges do their jobs in their 
own way, but in thinking up new 
ways to spend what they have. 
The facts presented by the Ben­ 
son study amply justify his conclu­ 
sion: 
"Any national grant is a cam­ 
el’s nose in education’s tent. Both 
history and folklore suggest that 
the camel will eventually take 
over.”

Keeping Cool Is Handy Man's 


Biggest Chore in Summertime 


Keeping y ou r home cool in the 
su mmer is more than the matter 
of plu g g ing in an air conditioner. 
The air conditioner, whether a 
one-room u nit or a central air 
conditoner, needs help to work at 
peak efficiency . 
The thing s y ou do to help ou t 
the air conditioner may be at 
times enou g h in themselv es to 
keep the hou se cool. 
You r home becomes ex cessiv ely 
warm and stay s that way becau se 
heat bu ikds u p du ring the day and 
remains trapped indoors all nig ht 
loRg , ev en thou g h the ou tdoor tem ­ 
peratu re drops. 


GETTING RID of the heated 
air and replacing it with cooler 
nig ht air is a wise idea. 
Open windows at nig ht, close 
them early in the morning before 
air g ets hot. Keep windows closed 
du ring the day , particu larly on 
the su nny side of the hou se. 
Open those on the shady side 
if there’s a breeze y ou can catch. 
Keep shades drawn on the su n­ 
ny side to foil the su n.

When mou nting an ex hau st fan 
in the window of any one room, 
try to arrang e it so that the flow 
of air is across sev eral rooms.

It may 
also be necessary to enlarg e the 
ex isting lou v ers, or to add ex tra 
ones to g et rid of the warm air. 
If the fan is installed in an 
attic window or lou v er, be certain 
th?t there is an opening between 
the attic and the floor below. 
Recall: heat bu ilds u p first and 
most q u ickly u nder the roof. It will 
be as mu ch as 15 to 20 deg rees 
warmer in the attic. You ’ll do 
mu ch to reliev e su mmer discomfort 
by circu lating and ex hau sting that 
attic air. 
As for that air conditioner y ou 
pu rchased to keep bedroom or liv ­ 
ing room especialy comfortable
